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Pt INE TO SEEK 


Mississippi River Fuel 
Needs 1,267,293 More 
Shares to Cement Pur- 
chase—Has 2 Rate In- 

_ crease Applications. 


Mississippi River Fuel Corp., 
sole supplier of natural gas to 
the St. Louis area, will ask the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion next week. for permission 
to buy a controlling interest in 
Laclede Gas Co. which distributes 
its product to consumers here. 

William G, Marbury, president 
of the pipeline concern, said the 
purchase pro had been ap- 
proved by its board of directors 
last Thursday. It will be laid 
before the commission in the form 
of-an answer to Laclede’s pend- 
ing petition to require Mississippi 
to stop buying Laclede common 
stock and to divest itself of the 
248,400 shares it now owns. 

‘Permission of the state regu- 
latory body is required before 
Mississippi can acquire more than 
10 per cent of Laclede’s 3,031,385 
outstanding shares. ! 

Suggested $20,000,000 

If the commission approves, 
Mississippi must persuade La- 
clede’s common stockholders to 
sell their shares or enough of 
them to give the pipe line com- 
pany control. With the 248,400 
Laclede shares it now holds, Mis- 
sissippi would have" to acquire 
another 1,267,293 shares to hold 
50 per cent of the outstanding 
€ommon stock. 

While Marbury said the amount 
to be paid would ‘depend upon 
market conditions and other fac- 
tors at the time of acquisition, 
he suggested all outstanding 
shares of Laclede might be ac- 
quired for about $20,000,000. This 
would be between $7 and $8 a 
,share. Laclede common closed 
yesterday on the New York Stock 
Exchange at $8.75 a share. 

Today, however, in the first 
trading session following the an- 
nouncement, Laclede was the 
most actively traded stock on the 
exchange, with 14,100 shares 
changing hands. The closing price 
was $8.8732 a share, up one- 
eighth of a point. Mississippi 
River Fuel common closed at 
$36.6212, down one-eighth of a 
point, on a 400-share total. 

While Mississippi could con- 
tinue to acquire Laclede stock on 
the open market, Marbury said it 
probably would offer Laclede 
stockholders a fixed price for the 
outstanding shares, to be paid 
either in cash or in stock of the 
pipe line company. In either 
event, the corporate identity of 
Laclede would be preserved, he 
said, and the rates Laclede pays 
for gas would remain under the 
supervision of the Federal Power 
Commission. : 

Unsatisfactory Relations. 

Motive for the decision to ac- 
quire Laclede was the unsatisfac- 
tory business relationship that has 
existed between the public utility 
and its supplier, Marbury said. 

“It is Laclede's responsibility 
as the public utility here to meet 
the gas needs of the city,” Mar- 
bury said, “but it always lays re- 
sponsibility for not meeting those 
needs at the door of Mississippi 
River Fuel. We are perfectly 
willing to assume that responsi- 
bility and we are willing to spend 
considerable amounts of money in 
doing so. But we want the re- 
sponsibility in fact as well. as in 
name. If we are not permitted to 
assume that responsibility, then 
we will sell our present Laclede 
holdings.” 

Marbury said it was the com- 
pany’s desire to set up an in- 
tegrated operation in which gas 
would be bought in the field, 
transported to St. Louis and dis- 
tributed here to the ultimate 
consumers. 

Mississippi River Fuel now has 
two applications for higher rates 
pending with the FPC, which 
would add about $4,580,000 to La- 
clede’s annual cost of gas. Both 
applications are being resisted by 
Laclede, and its officers have 
argued that elimination of La- 
clede as an independent company 
would remove one of the existing 
checks against arbitrary rate 
rises. 

However, Marbury asserted that 
neither Laclede nor Mississippi 
has any control over rates. 

“Rates are set by the Federal

CHILD IS CRUSHED 
TO DEATH BY FALL 
OF GIANT CACTUS 


TUCSON, Ariz., May 24 (AP)— 
A giant cacius, 22 feet high and 
weighing more than a ton, fell on 
a 5-year-old child last night, ap- 
parently killing her instantly. 

The huge plant fell on Cindy 
Lauther, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Garnat Lauther, when she 
was playing near her home in the 
Tucson mountains, sheriff's dep- 
uties said. With her were her 
brother, Tommy, 9, and 
friends. 

Sheriff’s deputies said one of 
the other children chopped at 


the 200-year-old cactus with a 
hatchet. Because the cactus was 
partly rotted at its base, the 
blows, made about four feet from 
the ground, caused it to fall, the 
deputies said. 
Tommy ran a quarter of a mile 
to his home to get assistance. 
Efforts of the parents to summon 
nelghbors were blocked by a 
woman who refused to give up 
the party line telephone. 
The father and other children 
were unable to budge the cactus 
or remove Cindy’s body. The 
plant lay across her waist. 
Finally help arrived and six 
men with timbers were required 
to lift the plant. The child was 
rushed to the hospital but pro- 
nounced dead on arrival. 


‘BIRTH OF NATION’ 
MOVIE BARRED BY 
MARYLAND CENSORS 


BALTIMORE, May 24 (AP)— 
D. W. Griffith's 37-year-old movie 
classic, “The Birth of a Nation,” 
was barred in Maryland by the 
State Board of Motion Picture 
Censors yesterday. 

Board Chairman Sydney R. 
Traub said state and city police 
and the Maryland Commission on 
Interracial Problems and Rela- 
tions had previewed the film 
along with the board. He said all 
agreed the film was “morally bad 
and .crime inciting.” 

The picture has had censorship 
troubles before with those who 
feel it raises unpleasant racial 
issues. It presents the South’s side 
of reconstruction with particular 
emphasis on the days of carpet- 
bag rule.

She and her husband tried to 
make the crossing in a 70-foot 
ketch three years ago. After 19 
days of gales and misadventure, 
the ship was lost and her husband 
drowned.

J. V. Conran, southeast Mis- 
souri Democratic leader, disclosed 
today he had appealed to AFL 
President William Green, as well 
as CIO President Philip Murray, 
in an effort to induce them to 
swing their Missouri organizations 
behind Attorney General J. E. 
Taylor for the Democratic nom- 
ination for United States Senator 
of Missouri. 

His conferences with the two 
national labor leaders, he said, 
were held last week in the East, 
with the “knowledge and approv- 
al of President Truman.” 

He failed to get definite com- 
mitments from either Green or 
Murray. 
‘Inclined to Go Along.’ 

“Both men,” Conran reported, 
“said they felt very friendly to- 
ward the President, and that 
they would be inclined to go 
along with the President on his 
wishes. 

“Murray made it plain that he 
did not want to be in a position 
of going into Missouri, or any 
other state, and try and tell the 
people who they should elect. He 
said he thought that should be 
left to the leaders of the local 
organizations.” 

Conran, who said he visited 
President Truman at the White 
House before these meetings, 
also predicted that Truman 
would make a public’ announce- 
ment before the Aug. 5 primary 
election, indorsing Attorney Gen- 
eral Taylor for the Democratic 
senatorial nomination. 

Assails Symington. 

At the same time, the “boot- 
heel” party leader lashed out at 
Stuart Symington, Taylor’s princi- 
pal opponent in the Senate race, 
charging that Symington had “de- 
liberately attempted to give the 
impression” that Truman was for 
him. 

Conran, a close personal friend 
and political ally of the President, 
recounted the details of his trip 
East in quest of support for Tay- 
lor, whom he is vigorously sup- 
porting in the hot four-man sena- 
torial fight. 

“I went to Washington,” he 
said, “to find out just what the 
picture was. I thought I knew 
where the President was in this 
Senate race, but there have been 
so many conflicting rumors I 
wanted to find out for sure.” 

He charged that Symington, a 
former top-level appointee in the 
Truman Administration, had made

These conditions, not made pub- 
lic officially, were understood to 
include: 

1. A stronger guarantee against 
Germany pulling out of the Euro- 
pean Defense Community at some 
future date. 

2. A revisior of financial ar- 
rangements between the Allies 
and the West German govern- 
ment. 

3. A promise that the special 
French problems outside Europe 
—mainly in Indochina—be given 
consideration at once by the 
United States and Britain. 

4. As promise by Britain and 
the United States not to interfere 
— by demanding more liberal 
French attitude toward independ- 
ence—in Tunisia and Morocco. 


5. Continued Allied controls on 
German industrial production. 

The calendar which brought 
Schuman, Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson and British Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden here this 
weekend called for signing the 
peace contract in Bonn Monday 
and the EDC treaty in Paris 
Tuesday. 

Ministers Call in Adenauer. 

After hours of trying to com- 
pose their differences, the West- 
ern Big Three called in Chancel- 
lor Konrad Adenauer. Meetings 
scheduled with him earlier had 
had to be postponed because of 
the argument. Their own first 
meeting had been delayed while 
Schuman got his instructions by 
phone from Paris. 

The peace contract itself is in- 
tended to ally 48,000,000 Germans 
with the West, despite Soviet op- 
position, It gives Germany a key 
spot in free Europe’s defenses 
against possible Communist ag- 
gression. The EDC treaty would 
put 400,000 Germans into a united 
European force of a million men. 

News of the new French snag 
came as a bombshell in this cap- 
ital on the Rhine, where the 
foreign ministers had believed all 
was clear for the ceremonial sign- 
ing. 

Also adding to the tension were 
the stepped-up Communist tactics 
aimed at sabotaging the signing | 
of the contract. 

Russia Close Three Roads. 

Russia closed three roads lead- 
ing from its zone to West Ger- 
many today. and ordered two more 
closed tomorrow. The _ action, 
presaging a possible blockade of 
West Berlin, drew a quick pro- 
test from the British high com- 
mission, which accused the Soviets 
of violating the agreement by’ 
which they lifted their first big 
Berlin blockade in 1949. 

The Russian scare tactics coin- 
cided with increasing movements 
of Soviet troops in their late 
spring maneuvers, adding to the 
flurry of frightening rumors in 
the West. 

Backing up Communist threats 
that signing the Bonn contract 
could kill chances of German 
reunification, the Soviet orders 
left only five out of 10 inter- 
zonal road crossings undistirbed. 

Max Reimann, West German 
Communist chairman, called at 
the same time for millions of 
workers in the Ruhr and else- 
where to join .in mass strikes 
against the peace contract. 

In Berlin, East Germany’s par- 
liament cleared the way for pos- 
sible formation of a Defense’ Min- 
istry. Informed quarters specu- 
lated that the Communist govern- 
ment may retaliate against the 
peace’ contract signing by organ- 
izing such a ministry to direct a 
full-fledged Wehrmacht. 

Today’s conference marks the 
first Big Three foreign, ministers’ 
meeting on German soil. The last 


Adenauer was at the London con- 
ference last November when they 
approved the general zagreement 
defining future German-Allied 
relations which laid the ground- 
work for the peace contract. 


Several Points Unsettled. 

Acheson, Eden and Schuman 
talked with their high commis- 
sioners for Germany in preparing 
for their session with Adenauer. 

The commissioners briefed the 
ministers on the still un- 
settled points in the peace con- 
tract which they must include in 
this last minute parley. These 
points include the date when the 
pact becomes effective, the name 
it is to carry and the status -of 
Belgian and French armed forces 
in Germany before the six-nation 
European army is formed. 

There was speculation Mos- 
cow’s reply to the latest Western 
note on unifying Germany may 
be delivered before Monday’s 
signing. |

Announcement by Pentagon. 

Meantime, the Pentagon an- 
nounced: 

1, That both Dodd and Colson 
had been booted back to their 
permanent rank of full colonel. 

2. Brig. Gen. Paul F. Yount, 
commander of the Army base sec- 
tion of Pusan which supervises 
Koje island, had been officially 
reprimanded because he _ con- 
curred in part of Colson’s much- 
criticized agreement with the 
Communists holding Dodd. 

3. Gen. Clark, new Far Eastern 
commander, had been ordered to 
“Insure against lawlessness and 
disorder on Koje island.” 

These points and some details 
on the recent Koje incidents were 
in a- formal letter carried by Pace 
to the Senate committee prior to 
the lengthy conference. 

Red Retaliation Threat. 

The committee disclosed today 
that Gen, Matthew B. Ridgway, 
former Far East commander, ioid 
it in a secret session Wednesday 
that the Reds made “a veiled 
threat” at Panmunjom that harsh 
action against the Koje P.O.W.s 
would bring retaliation on United 
Nations prisoners. 

Dodd told reporters in Korea 
that he had received no hint of 
any new assignment. He is on an 
unassigned status at Eighth Army 
headquarters. 

Dodd said he did not know 
“where they got information” for 
demoting him on the ground that 
he “did not display the judg- 
ment required of a general of- 
ficer.” But he added that the 
Pentagon had available the find- 
ings of a board of military inquiry 
that investigated his capture. 

Colson declined to see news- 


| paper men but issued a statement 


saying he would continue as chief 
of staff of the United States First 
Corps. Yount said he had no com- 
ment. 

Byrd said Pace and Collins as- 
sured the Senators that Koje 
prisoner facilities were being re- 
organized to restore control and 
halt such things as flying of Com- 
munist Red flags, atrocities and 
murders inside the compounds 
and constant disorders. 


Pace Outlines Measures. 

Pace said the 187th Airborne 
Regiment and a tank battalion 
from the ‘Eghth Army had_ been 
added to the United Nations forces 
on Kopje in. the past few days. 
He outlined other actions taken 
Fas follows: 

“In order to disperse the pris- 
oners into groups of manageable 
size, we have initiated construc- 
tion of new inclosures, each of 
which will be subdivided into 
eight separate 500-man com- 
pounds. The inclosures will be 
constructed on carefully selected 
sites, which will provide terrain 
advantages to U.N. security troops 
and will be sufficiently far apart 
to preclude communication be- 
tween inclosures. 

“It is anticipated that move- 
ment of the prisoners to the new 
inclosures will be accomplished 
during the next several weeks,” 

Dodd’s Conduct Criticized. 

Although Pace listed demotions 
for both Dodd and Colson his 
accompanying letter was more 
critical of Dodd. ~ 

“Gen. Dodd showed a lack of 
sound judgment in establishing 
the practice of conferring with 
the prisoners of war at the gates 
of their compounds instead of 
having ‘ their representatives 
brought to his office under 
guard,” the Pentagon statement 
said. 

The Pace letter said Dodd 
“contributed to the creation of a 
situation which endangered the 
security of the camp, put his suc- 
cessor (Colson) in an extremely 
difficult position, and furnished 
‘the Communists with material for 
false world-wide propaganda.” 

Pace said Dodd “did not dis- 
play the judgment that is re- 
quired of a general officer.” 

Army officers said Dodd and 
Colson could not protest the de- 
motions and ask for courts-mar- 
tial because they were only 
temporary brigadiers, The demo- 
tions will cost them $167.58 in 
monthly pay and allowances.

The roll 
call vot@ on passage was 245. to 
110, Forty-seven members were 
absent or did not vote. 

Temporarily dominated by» Re- 
publicans, the House sliced $726,- 
500,000 on the floor in addition to 
$1,010,900,000 which its Foreign 
Affairs Committee previously had 
trimmed from the Administration 
program.

Three Districts. 


The three districts most vulner- 
able to attack, where the margin 
of. signatures was small, are the 
Thirteenth in St. Louis, the. Third 
in northwest Missouri and the 
Tenth in southeast Missouri, in 
each of which the signature mar- 
gin was small, varying from three 
to 229. 

In the Thirteenth, where the 
signatures exceeded by 132 the 
required 5553, the M. F. A. spe- 
cifically attacks 1725 signatures 
as invalid. 

The amended petition charges 
that listed names of 480 persons 
were signed by other persons; 
that 55 persons signed more than 
once; that 350 signatures are by 
persons who do not reside in the 
district, and that 840 failed to 
give their post office address, as 
required. 

The M.F.A. also contends that 
95 petitions in the Thirteenth 
bearing 3800 names are void’ on 
the ground the circulator made a 
false affidavit that each name 
was signed in his presence. A like 
charge of false affidavit is made 
against 15 petitions showing the 
mames of non-residents, in an 
effort to invalidate all signatures 
appearing on the petitions. 

In the Third district, where 
the excess was only three signa- 
tures, it is charged that 40 per- 
sons signed the petitions more 
than once; that 190 namesS were 
signed by other persons and that 
95 failed to list a post office 
address.

True enough 
Carmen backed into the scene in- 
stead of making the stereotyped 
first act entrance; the cigarette 
girls were all dressed in black 
workclothes and Carmen’s only 
distinguishin* mark was a rose in 
her hair; the fight in the tobacco 
factory spilled on to the stage in 
a demonstration of unbridled vi- 
olence; Escamillo merely dropped 
in at Lillas Pastia’s tavern; and 
the whole of the final act took 
place in an apartment adjoining 


the bull ring instead of the plaza | 
outside. 
Change in Style. 


What this and many other sig-| 
nificant details amounted to, how- 
ever, was just a substitution of 
one style for another. Quite as 
many arbitrary devices were in- 
volved as in any standard produc- 
tion of the past, and the direc- 
tor’s sense of composition had 
obviously determined every move- 
ment of pricipals nad chorus, ar- 
rangement of properties, the or- 
ganic use of color and the disposi- 
tion of lighting. So conventions 
were not thrown out; new conven- 
tions were adopted that had the 
dynamic and converging purpose 
of underscoring the central char- 
acter’s tempestuous progress to- 
ward: an inescapable fate. 

The predominantly somber 
coloring of the first three acts 
provided an appropriate atmos- 
phere for Don Jose’s seduction 
and deterioration; and it also 
made the explosion of color in 
the last act all the more striking 
by contrast. Yet even though the 
over-all scheme allowed no mean- 
ingless decorative effects, a feel- 
ing for design was expressed in 
every tableau. The combination 
of black and white in the opening 
scene, relieved only by the 
canary-colored tunics of the 
guardsmen, was highly dramatic 
and immensely satisfying. The 
sets and costumes by Rolf Ge- 
rard, like the arrangement of 
masses and the controlled flow 
of movement, were vitalizing ele- 
ments, in short, and not just con- 
veniences. 

The principals were not just 
singers but actors using a musical 
form of speech. Miss Stevens | 
made her role an expression of 


| feeling. 


elemental feeling in which there 
was a little necessity for senti- 
ment, and the coloring of her 
voice was responsive more to the 
text than to the vocal line. Yet it 
was wholly effective musically 
despite the biting and sometimes 
snarling emphasis on critical syl- 
lables. The “Habanera” had lus- 
ter, the Seguidilla an efferves- 
cent rhythmic life and even her 
scornful upbraiding of Don Jose 
in the second act made musical 
sense. 
Dramatic Line. 


The cast with one exception 
also measured up handsomely to 
the insistent eompulsions of the 
dramatic line. Unfortunately 
Ramon Vinay, the Jose of the 
cast was a better actor than a 
singer. His unwieldy, robust 
voice couldn’t do justice to the 
lyrical requirements of the music 
allotted to him. Having no capa- 
bility for muance or _ sinuous 
phrasing he could convey nothing 
but passion in large insoluble 
chunks. Frank Guerrera sang 
competently. The role, however, 
needed vocal splendor to match 
the devil-may-care virility of the 
matador accustomed to periodic 
brushes with death. Guerrera’s 
famous second act ‘“Toreador’s 
Song” usually a foreordained tri- 
umph was something less than 
that.

Fritz Reiner conducted with his 
usual incisiveness, In the second 
act the singers were rushing 
ahead of the beat; but this was a 
matter of the moment. The or- 
chestra was kept at a discreet 
dynamic level in relationship to 
the stage, and though the hall was 
not favorable to fine orchestral 
effects the conductor made the 
orchestra sound cohesive and pro- 
pulsive. Reiner’s stimulating pres- 
ence was particularly effective in 
the well balanced, vocally rich 
singing of the chorus. 

Dramatic Values. 


In general the dramatic values 
of the score were better realized 
than its musical beauty; and this 
was more than enough to give the 
performance a freshness and an 
intensity such as no previous 
Metropolitan “Carmen” has ever 
had. The slighting of the music 
was not necessarily an inescapable 
result of the Guthrie’s direction. 
A better supporting cast would 
have produced better singing, 
with no compensating loss.

Forrest Smith 
sent him a telegram denouncing 
the disorders as “the lawless up- 
rising of a mob” and urging 
prompt action to “restore the good 
name” of the university. 


On recommendation of a faculty 
committee on student conduct, 
three students already have been 
dismissed for their part in the 
disturbances, 11 have been sus- 
pended and three have been 
placed on disciplinary probation. 
More than 50 other students have 
been summoned for questioning, 
and University President Frede- 
rick A. Middlebush announced 
that all will have to be cleared or 
face punishment. 


The Governor reported receipt 
of many telephone calls and let- 
ters of protest from parents of 
students as a result of the raids 
on women’s dormitories and so- 
rority houses at the university 
and at nearby Christian and 
Stephens Colleges. Studénts not 
only seized underwear but stole 
valuables, wrecked furniture and 
smashed doors and windows.

Operators of 26 taverns in the 
area described by Public Safety 
Director Myles P. Dyer as “Broad- 
Barbary” have been cited by Ex- 
cise Commissioner Arthur H. 
Bader to sh cause on June 5 
why their licenses should not be 
revoked. 

All citations were issued after 
Bader and two deputies made a 
one-night tour of the area along 
South Broadway between Chou- 
teau avenue and Arsenal street 
and found enough apparent viola- 
tions of the liquof ordinances to 
question the right of the opera- 
tors to stay in business. 

The tour was made at Dyer’s 
instructions after Dyer had re- 
ceived a number of telephone 
complaints about operations by 
taverns along the street. The ex- 
cise inspectors also found so 
many apparent violations of mu- 
nicipal buildings, plumbing, fire, 
safety and dance hall regulations 
that Dyer sent in additional crews 
of inspectors who specialize in 
these matters. 

‘Disorderly Places’ Charged. 

Liquor law violations found in 
the area were summed up by 
Bader as “the operation of disor- 
derly places.” Specific points 
cited were obstruction of windows 
to prevent viewing the interior 
of the places from the street, 
insufficint interior illumination, 
loud and unnecessary noises, 
rough and boisterous dancing, 
and permitting dancing without 
a municipal dance hall permit. 

Bader called attention to the 
recent collapse of a tavern build- 
ing in the area in which several 
persons were injured. He said 
the buildings used by other tav- 


erns in the area “generally were 
of the same type of construction 
—old, flimsy, dilapidated and ob- 
solete.”” 

Inadequate and improper toilet 
facilities, flimsy material used in 
remodeling, and overcrowding of 
the dance floors create “a men- 
ace to.the health, safety.and mor- 
als of people frequenting these 
places,” he reported.

Lawyer Ordered to Show 
Cause Why He Should 
Not Be Punished in Es- 
tate Case. 


John S. Leahy Sr., an attorney, 
was ordered yesterday to show 
cause why he should not be pun- 
ished for contempt. of court for 
failure to obey instructions to 
make a “full and complete” ac- 
counting of his handling of a 
$200,000 trust estate, 

Circuit Judge Francis E. Wil- 
liams issued the order on petition 
of James C. Raleigh. who charged 
that Leahy failed to submit the 
required report on administration 
of the trust created in 1912 for 
his mother, the late Mrs. Mamie 
Raleigh, naming Raleigh and his 
brother John as ultimate bene- 
ficiaries. The court set June 11 
as the date for a hearing. 

Leahy, sole surviving trustee of 
the estate, had been ordered by 
the court to submit the report 
Feb. 29. “In purported compli- 
ance,” the petition said, Leahy 
turned in a partial accounting. on 
that date, showing distribution, of 
$465,782 from the estate, and say- 
ing he would file a later report 
showing expenses, income, nature 
of investments and the balance, 
“if any.”

Raleigh said the report stated 
that at various times cash was 
“advanced to Mrs. Raleigh during 
her lifetime amounting to $364,- 
305,” but noted that no details

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


. "The Post-Dispatch has taken a strong 
stand in favor of congressional dis- 
tricts, and of course in many respects 
i is right. Lack of districts plays into 
the ‘hands of the stronger ‘“organiza- 
tions,” initially, and is apt to leave true 
sectional representation out in the cold. 


' But how important is sectional rep- 
resentation in this day and age? With 
the’ passage of the horse and buggy, 
hayen’t we passed the need for congres- 
sional districts? Isn’t the state of Mis- 
souri a sufficiently homogeneous area 
to justify state-wide representation? 
ranted that with the abolition of 
congressional districts the initial state- 
wide congressional delegation would 
probably not be truly representative, 
geographically. But with districts per- 
manently abolished, would not the trend 
ibe toward true state-wide representa» 
tion? How important is sectionalism? 


| We have state-wide representation in 
our United States Senators, and it works 
out..very well. The custom that one 
Senator should be from one part of the 
state, and the other from another, is an 
anachronism. 

With present day conditions, congres- 
sional districts are as handicapping as 
lare tariff walls. Missouri used to be 
large, and being large needed sectional 
representation in Washington. But Mis- 
souri is no longer large. Distances have 
been shattered and our horizons have 
been broadened. And the welfare of the 
world, not just the welfare of our indi- 
vidual sections of it, is increasingly 
becoming our collective responsibility. 

The people of Missouri would be 
better off, in my opinion, with 11 voices 
in the national House of Representa- 
tives than with two or three speaking 
for .St. Louis and two or three for 
Kansas City and the rest speaking for 
their outstate, scattered, sectional in- 
terests. They could better discharge 
their world-wide responsibilities.

By ‘passing the McCarran immigration bill, the 
Senate ignored an unusual opportunity to im- 
prove outmoded laws and concepts about 
‘aliens who may seek refuge here. Instead Con- 
gress produced a bundle of prejudices. — 

America was built by immigrants and their 
descendants. It is the traditional haven of the 
oppressed. But this was forgotten in the immi- 
gration bill whose sponsor, Senator McCarran 
of Nevada, also prompted the Internal Security 
Act and its crazy muddles. 

His new bill, as we have noted, ends race bar- 
riers for aliens in principle but continues them 
in effect. It discriminates against Southern Eu- 
ropeans, Africans and Asians in favor of North- 
‘ern Europeans who have not always used their 
immigration quotas. Yet it forbids pooling of 
unused quotas and even bases all quotas on our 


population of 30 years ago. And it provides new 


and arbitrary methods for deporting aliens. 

All this is against the bill, and so is the way 
in which it was debated and passed. 

In debate, the bill’s sponsors made it plain 
they thought some peoples were better than 
other peoples and Americans were better than 
anybody. They regarded aliens in general with 
suspicion and those from outside Northwest Eu- 
rope with more suspicion. 

Their apprehensions were revealed in acri- 
mony. Senator McCarran eight times refused to 
answer Senator Lehman’s questions about the 
bill. The smear technique was clearly employed 
against critics. Bitter speeches seemed to set 
bewhiskered subversives on one side of the issue 
and all true-blue Americans on the other. 

These attitudes were wrapped up in 302 pages 
of legislation and passed with only 12 Senators 
present, by voice vote. The bill was one of the 
most important of the session. Yet the Senators 
did not even go on record. 

Their record was, however, already fairly 
plain. Most Senators had to commit themselves 
when they voted 51 to 27 to defeat Mr. Leh- 
man’s substitute measure. Nearly all the Old 
Guard Republicans and many Southern Demo- 
crats ranked together again in a mutual mis- 
trust of the great wide world. 

But this vote indicated one hopeful prospect. 
A bill similar to the McCarran measure had al- 
ready passed the House, so the legislation is now 
before a conference committee. Soon it will 
reach the White House. Then, if the President 
vetoes it, there apparently will not be enough 
votes to override the veto. 

This is not a difficult choice for Mr. Truman. 
He can measure the McCarran bill not only by 
its injustice to immigrants, but by its injustice 
to our foreign policy. For the discriminations 
wrapped up in it are an insult to many friends 
and allies whom we seek abroad. The only an- 
swer to this bundle of prejudices is a veto. 
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Easing Neighborhood Tensions 

Police Capt. James Chapman of the crowded 
and often violent Lucas Avenue District has 
earned a second smart salute from the commu- 
nity. Earlier this month the public learned how 
he and a subordinate were dealing with youth- 
ful, neighborhood gangs. They were making base- 
ball players out of the boys. 

Now, with the blessings of Chief O’Connell, he 
has formed an inter-racial advisory committee 
to aid in solving those human relations problems 
that rear up in the district from time to time. 
Fourteen Negro leaders and organization repre- 
sentatives have accepted membership on the 
committee; several white persons also will be- 
come members. 

This is a notable and praiseworthy start toward 
enriching and expanding communication be- 
tween the police and the people at the grass- 
roots level. It is a forthright approach to the 
problem of easing neighborhood tensions and 
defeating the purposes of those who would in- 
tensify and prolong misunderstanding. And it 
should benefit not only the police and the peo- 
ple of the district, but all citizens as well. 
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Pianoforte Note 

One of our more enterprising operatives has 
been casing the British Industries Fair. He re- 
ports that it was the occasion for putting a new 
piano on the market. The most interesting fea- 
ture of this musical instrument is that it is beer 
and liquor-proof. Pour as many drinks on it as 
you feel like, no damage will be done. 

Drop ‘a cigarette on its plastic keys without 
worrying about fire or scorching. Let your 
guests throw food or hardware at the piano, 
neither can get into the works. Nor can guests 
remove the works if any one is seized by a 
desire to play them like a harp. In fact, the 
piano is so built that you can’t even bruise your- 
self when you bump into it. 

Obviously this is the product of a very, very 
experienced party-goer. But what about all those 
reports we have been hearing about British aus- 
terity? What’s austere about a country which 
offers a market for such a contraption? Or is 
it strictly for export? 
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Mr. Rayburn’s New Warning 

There are strong reasons, which have been 
expressed in these columns many times, why 
Speaker Rayburn was justified in warning the 
House against heavy slashes in the mutual se- 
curity program: Foreign military and economic 
aid is a vital part of the whole defense program, 
and the-state of the world demands a vigorous 
defense program. 

One must wonder, however, whether the,Ad- 
ministration may not be approaching the point 
of diminishing returns in attempting to hammer 
home this point by arousing fear. Is there no 
way to emphasize the gravity of the situation 
without resorting to the fright technique? 


When Speaker Rayburn took the floor in de- 


fense of the foreign aid program, he told the 
House that “we have lost air superiority” to 
Russia and “the margin of our atomic superiori- 
ty is daily disappearing.” 

The House paid no attention to these ominous 
words. It went ahead to slash foreign aid by 
$726,500,000 more than the Foreign Affairs 
Committee had already cut it. 

Some of his hearers may have been reminded 
of the occasion on April 4, 1951, when Speaker 
Rayburn took the floor as the House was debat- 
ing universal military training. He declated then 
that non-Chinese Communist forces were mass- 
ing for a major offensive in Korea. This devel- 
opment, he said, confronted the country with a 
terrible danger and perhaps the beginning of 
World. War III. . 

Mr. Rayburn’s statement of a year ago scared 
a lot of people, just as his statement of this 
week will scare a lot of people. But those who 
take the trouble to recall that the Russians did 
not attack in Korea a year ago may be inclined 
to shrug off his present warning. It is the old 
case of the boy who cried “wolf” too often, 

What is the answer? Real danger does exist, 
and it would be folly to lull ourselves by pre- 
tending that it does not, Yet the Administration’s 


repeated warnings of imminent disasters which 
do not materialize can only breed a cynical dis- 
belief in such official statements. Cannot the 
people and Congress be trusted to act on the 
basis of facts instead of fears? 


, 
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Tighter Belts at'City Hall, - 


The $43,862,000 city budget portends an ap- 
proach to something akin to austerity at City 
Hall. Despite the promise of increased revenue 
from the earnings tax, city departments will be 
required to get along in the current fiscal year 
on slightly less than they spent last year and 
far less than they had asked. 

The budget allots some $29,800,000 to cover 
such municipally-controlled functions as health 
and hospital services, street maintenance, rub- 
bish and garbage collection, fire protection, park 
and playground operation and street lighting. 
This is about $700,000 less than was spent in 
these areas last year. 

Increased demands for funds by state-con- 
trolled departments financed by the city brought 
about this situation. The state-controlled de- 
partments, over which the city has no fiscal 
authority, provide police protection, conduct 


elections, and operate the courts, among other - 


things. Such services will cost St. Louis tax- 
payers some $14,000,000, as compared with $12,- 
500,000 last year. , 

State statutes require that the city appropri- 
ate no more than it expects to take in from tax 
and other sources. The new budget anticipates 
the city will receive about $3,500,000 from the 
earnings tax, when and if it becomes law. Yet 
the cityrcontrolled departments have been cut. 
Obviously the earnings tax is no panacea. 

Moreover there can be no reduction in the 
$3,307,138 operating deficit incurred last year. 
Indeed, the Aldermen and responsible adminis- 
trators must exercise great care to prevent the 
deficit from being added to. Whether this will 
be possible is a serious question. For one thing, 
the Civil Service Commission has recommended 
pay rises totaling something more than $1,000,- 
000 a year for employes under its jurisdiction. 

The future is mixed. In the fiscal year 1953- 
54, the earnings tax should bring in at least $7,- 
500,000, and this could permit a start in debt re- 
duction. Unfortunately authority to levy the tax 
runs out at the end of that year. At that time, 
city officials will have to check the problem to 
the Legislature once again. 
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Turn the Mirror 


Generalizing about other peoples {s a very 
human, if unfortunate, characteristic for any na- 
tion. Many Americans have standardized ideas 
about the French or the Chinese, and since this 
nation has become a leader in the world, it 
should be. worthwhile to know what others think 
of us, true or false, good or bad. 

In commenting on this business of making 
word pictures of nationalities, Dr. Albert E. 
Wiggam quotes from a United Nations survey 
of eight nations. Words commonly used to de- 
scribe the Russians were: domineering, cruel, 
backward, hard-working. As for Americans, the 
Germans and Italians consider us hard-working 
and generous, but to this the French add the 
word domineering, and the British and Aus- 
tralians the word conceited. 

Naturally Americans would not like to be con- 
sidered domineering, with the Russians, or con- 
ceited, by ourselves. And we might be surprised 
to find that nobody listed us first as peace-lov- 
ing. We could say that it is unscientific to gen- 
eralize about whole peoples; or to give them at- 
tributes of their governments. We could say that 
the U.N. survey is not definitive. And all this 
would be true. 

Yet a better answer to such opinions, where 
held, would be a look in the mirror once in a 
while. Then Americans would be more certain 
to step lightly in other lands, to boast less, and 
to talk more of our hope for peace than of the 
prospect of war. If other peoples knew us bet- 
ter, we would be more sure of ourselves.

Taxes and Moonshine 
Taxes on liquor have gone beyond practical 
heights, it might be inferred from the reports 
of liquor control boards of 28 states. They have 
made the price of legal whisky so high that 


‘ moonshine whisky, largely driven out by repeal 


of the Eighteenth Amendment, is now coming 
back in. Illicit distillers can make and sell un- 
taxed liquor at a profit for less than the ap- 
proximately $3 state and federal taxes. 

At this rate, taxation is destroying the capacity 
of the legal liquor industry to keep illegal dis- 
tilling out, and in the process the taxes on a 
considerable quantity of the liquor that is being 
sold are lost. How considerable that quantity is 
may be estimated from the fact that the com- 
bined capacity of the illegal stills which the 
Federal Government destroyed last year was 
greater than that of the entire legal liquor in- 
dustry, and amounted to 306,725 gallons a day. 

In the interest of keeping liquor under con- 
trol, and in the interest of collecting taxes also; 


-a re-examination of the tax structure that has 


been erected upon the legal liquor industry 
appears to be in order. 
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Two Words Beat a Bill 


Never underestimate the power of the words 
“socialized medicine.” That is the lesson of the 
House defeat of a bill to liberalize social securi- 
ty benefits. 

This bill was generally supported by both par- 
ties. It was defeated because it contained a 
clause protecting the insurance rights of persons 
who become totally and permanently disabled. 

Nobody to speak of, apparently, is even against 
that. But the American Medical Association 
called this provision a “trick” intended “to es- 
tablish a foothold for socialized medicine.” And 
presto!—41 Democrats and 99 Republicans voted 
against the bill. 

Let us look at this “entering wedge for social- 
ized medicine.” The bill provides that a disabled 
person, in order to receive social security bene- 
fits, would have to prove that he was disabled. 
For that purpose, he would have to undergo a 
medical examination. 

The bill authorizes the head of the Federal 
Security Agency, which operates the social se- 
curity system, to write regulations governing 
those medical examinations. It authorizes him 
to select the doctors who would do the examin- 
ing. It authorizes him to pay for the examina- 
tions. It provides that if a disability claimant 
refuses to take rehabilitation training, designed 
to restore his earning power, he can be denied 
social security benefits. 

And this, said the A.M.A., is “socialized medi- 
cine.” The A.M.A. having spoken, 41 Democrats 
and 99 Republicans leaped to the bastions and 
struck down a bill most of them said they fa- 
vored. Fortunately fhe bill, which would in- 
crease benefits 12144 per cent and permit retired 
persons to earn $75 instead of $50 a month 
without sacrificing their benefits, is to get an- 
other chance. Let us hope that nobody says 
“boo!” while the learned congressmen are voting.

That is the territory flood control must cover, with conservation 
and watershed plans, dams and levees, magazine says; work to cut 
down erosion will not stop big floods but will reduce their damage 
to the soil; over-all approach now pretty well agreed upon.

Last month the Missouri river broke all 
records and a string of levees with a flood 
that will probably cost $300,000,000. Last 
July the Kansas river went over its banks 
to ruin nearly a billion dollars worth of 
property. In almost every year of the last 
15, floods have cost at least $100,000,000. 


Federal, state and local governments in 
the United States, as well as private river 
valley groups, in many cases, work at 
cross-purposes, or at least lay claim to 
the same areas. They are all pretty much 
agreed now on the ; 
over - all approach. ae ¥ Sg 
But even this logi- 
cal-sounding compro- 
mise doesn’t begin to 
solve the basic prob- 
lems of how to con- 
trol how much 
where. 

A likely beginning 
might be to attack 
floods where they 
start. This means 
starting in the water- 
shed. 

Even where they 
don’t reach headline Gen. Pick 
proportions, rapid 
runoffs in the upland watersheds still 
cause plenty of damage. Unless the water 
can soak into the ground, it will carry off 
valuable topsoil. This silt can cause still 
more damage by building up stream bot- 
toms further down the river. 


The watershed approach aims at cutting 
down the speed of the runoff. This cuts 
down erosion which, if left unchecked, 
would increase the chance of floods. Thus, 
it’s a conservation method as well as flood 
control. That’s why the Agriculture De- 
partment’s Soil Conservation Service has 
gone in big for watershed work. The de- 
partment has worked up a program of flood 
control in the watersheds that will take 
30 years and cost around eight billion dol- 
lars, including local government and pri- 
vate share of the cost. 

Before man came up the rivers to clear 
the forests: and plant fields and build 
cities, the grass roots, the trees and the 
thick layers of dead vegetation kept the 
earth porous. That let the water soak in 
or at least slowed the speed with which it 
ran off the hills and plains into the 
streams. 

Now that these natural controls are 
gone, conservation programs try to replace 
them with such things as contour plowing, 
terracing of steep fields, strip cropping, 
grass farming, building of small check 
dams to form little reservoirs, and refor- 
estation and scientific lumbering.

Many advocates of watershed control 
claim that, if it is carried out on_all the 
watersheds of the river basin, the flood 
problem will be licked. Farmers’ groups 
often argue that way. So do private elec- 
tric power companies, which fear the pow- 
er produced at Government dams on larg- 
er streams. ~ 

Federal conservation people themselves 
don’t see watershed measures as a pana- 
cea. They do admit that about 75 per 
cent of all flood damage occurs in the 
watersheds and is caused by the relatively 
small 10-year floods. This, they say, makes 
watershed control the best bet for effect- 
ing the greatest over-all savings. 


But they don’t go along with the claim 
that it will eliminate much of the down- 
stream damage to the big cities and rich 
farmland caused by the superfloods. They 
argue that watershed runoff controls hold 
back some of the water, but the bigger the 
volume, the less effective they are rela- 
tively. 

The Missouri flood last month was a 
clear-cut case where all the conservation 
in the basin could no nothing to cut the 
damage. But big reservoirs in the upper 
part of the river could have done a lot, 
The Army’s Corps of Engineers and In- 
terior Department’s Bureau of Reclamation 
think they might have cut most if not 
all of the destruction. 

At present the Engineers and Reclama- 
tion people are working together—theoreti- 
cally, at least—on this approach. Their 
program is called the Pick-Sloan plan. The 
Pick-Sloan plan will probably cost around 
eight billion dollars during the 20 or more 
years required to complete the string of 
more than 100 reservoirs all over the 
Missouri and its tributaries.

pressure stemming from recent floods will 
probably bring more money out of Wash- 
ington. The major unit of the plan now 
in operation is the Fort Peck dam in 
northern. Montana. - Lt. Gen. Lewis Pick, 
Engineers’ chief, claims that Fort Peck 
alone saved Omaha in last month’s flood. 
He thinks that, if the partly completed 
Fort Randall dam in South Dakota had 
been operating, there would have been no 
flood damage at all. ° 

Many observers doubt that, but concede 
that losses would have been cut plenty, 
even enough to have paid for a big share 
of construction costs. 

Probably the ideal flood control system 
is a combination of conservation and wa- 
tershed plans, dams and levees, reaching 
literally from the grass roots to the sea.

Stubbornly he sticks to what he him- 
self has seen. This, he seems to say, is 
what I have witnessed and this is what [ 
have made out of it. He has a steadily 
deepening distrust of those who report at: 
a distance knowing how it “must be” be- 
cause of preconceived formulae. “One of 
the dreariest effects of this war has been 
to teach me that the Left-wing press is 
every bit as spurious and dishonest as 
that of the Right.” He quotes with equal 
anger The Daily Mail’s “Reds Crucify 
Nuns,” the New Stateman and Nation’s 
“Fascist barricades made of the bodies of 
living children,” and The Daily Worker’s 
charge that the militiamen and boys freez- 
ing and dying on the Aragon front were 
“Trotskyists, Fascists, Franco fifth column- 
ists, traitors, cowards, spies.” 

In “Homage to Catalonia,” Orwell suc-

Sigurd Anderson of South Da- 
kota. 

This is the method now under 
protracted study by the Council 


of State Governments at the re- 
quest of the Missouri River 
States Committee, the organiza- 
tion of the basin’s governors. 

The survey commission, which 
is charged by presidential direc- 
tive with evolving an improved 
form of basin administration, had 
heard a _ generalized argument 
earlier this month for the inter- 
state-federal compact method by 
Gov. William §S. Beardsley of 
Iowa. 

The original sponsor of this 
idea was Gov. Val Peterson of 
Nebraska, chairman of the states 
committee, who will be invited 
before the survey commission lat- 
er. 

The compact idea is one of a 
broad variety of suggestions for 
improved management laid be- 
fore the survey commission. 

Proposes Binding Compact. 

“In order that. the states be 
permitted to exercise a measure 
of real direction and control,” 
Gov. Anderson said, “It would be 
necessary that a legal instrument 
be devised that would be bind- 
ing on all the signatory parties 
thereto... The modified compact 
approach is well suited for this 
purpose. 

“Joint federal-state participa- 
tion can probably be best achieved 
by conditional ratification by the 
states of a carefully negotiated 
compact. The condition upon 
which complete ratification would 
hinge might be passage by the 
Federal Government of comple- 
mentary legislation providing for 
federal participation and granting 
to the commission or agency cre- 
ated by the compact certain de- 
fined powers with regard to the 
operation of federal facilities 
within the basin. 

“Precedents already exist for 
most, if not all, of the essential 
characteristics that should be 
possessed by a joint federal-state 
agency created by such a com- 
pact. Our preliminary examina- 
tion of the proposal fails to dis- 
close any valid legal or ad- 
ministrative obstacle that might. 
bar the establishment of such an 
agency. 

Representation for States. 

“Speaking as a governor for 
my state only it is vital and neces- 
sary that the states be granted 
equal representation with the 
Federal Government and that the 
states’ representatives on this 
board be selected by the states 
themselves and not by the Federal 
Government. 

“This would assure the selec- 
tion of competent men thoroughly 
well acquainted with the states’ 
needs and requirements. Any 
plan of operation modeled after 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
would generally be unacceptable 
to the people of South Dakota.” 

Aderson said, in reply to a com- 
mission question, that it had been 
suggested the representatives of 
the 10 states’on the proposed 
compact board be given one vote 
each and the federal representa- 
tion 10 votes. However, he added, 
that point has not been acted 
upon. 

He urged accelerated work to. 
complete the big dams now under 
way on the Missouri river, with 
especial reference to their flood- 
prevention feature. He also made

FULTON CURLERS 
WROTE BOOK ON BLE 


Author of ‘Greatest Story 
Ever Told’ Suffers 
Heart Attack. 


NEW YORK, May 24 (AP)— 
Fulton Oursler, author of “The 
Greatest Story Ever Told,” a book 
based on the bible, died today. 
The former newspaper man and 
magazine editor was 59 years old. 

He died in his paartment in 
Hotel Navarro of a heart attack. 

Oursler turned out a prodigious 
number of books and magazine 
articles, many of which in recent 
years reflected a strong interest 
in religion. 

He originally. was a Baptist and 
became a Roman Catholic in 1943. 
He was a former vice president 
and editorial director of MacFad- 
den publications and edited Lib- 
erty magazine from 1931 to 1942. 
Later he was a senior editor of 
Reader’s Digest. (His book, “The 
Greatest Story Ever Told” and 


published serially in the Post- 
Dispatch). 

Oursler had a summer home at 
West Falmouth on Cape Cod. 
Born Charles Fulton Oursler in 
Baltimore, Jan. 22, 1893, he later 
dropped use of his first name for 
writing purposes.

He also wrote “Father Flanagan 
of Boys Town” with his son, Will 
Oursler. 

Oursler wrote a number of mo- 
tion picture scenarios and a syn- 
dicated column entitled “Modern 
Parables.” 

He contributed articles to the 
American Mercury, Atlantic 
Monthly, Cosmopolitan, Liberty, | 
Reader’s Digest and Good Hotse- | 
keeping magazines. He was widely 
traveled, and frequently gave lec- 
tures.

the convent about three miles 
south of Belleville. 

Six nuns have been sent to Af- 
rica from the convent since 1948. 
It was established by Mother Pa- 
trice, the present superior, a Bel- 
gian who speaks much ° better 
French than English. Mother Pa- 


trice spent more than 30 years 
teaching in Africa before coming 
to the United States. 

This week she recalled some of 
the hardships of the White Sis- 
ters in Africa when their mission 
stations were many miles apart. 
“We had to walk or ride camels,” 
she said. “I’ve traveled six or 
eight days on foot. Our party 
would walk all day, then rest at 
night in a friendly village. Many 
of our trips were across desolate 
lands, and one wouldn’t see an- 
other human being in two days. 

“Such hardships of former 
vears no longer prevail,” Mother 
Patrice said, “because now the 
nuns ride bicycles.” 

Twenty years ago Mother Pa- 
trice was one of 11 nuns who 
taught 1700 children in one school. 
Today there is a great need for 
teaching nuns in Africa, she 
added. 

Some of the medical dispen- 
saries operated by the White Sis- 
ters care for as many as 700 pa- 
tients in half a day. They operate 
five lever colonies. 

At present the professed nuns 
at the Belleville convent are train- 
ing five novices and six postu- 
ates. When their traiwing is fin- 
ished, they will be sent to the 
motherhouse at Algiers for an- 
wher vear of training and then 
assigned to schools and hospitals. 

The 14-room convent on 20 


"acres is equipped to train 18 


young women. Members of the 
order are allowed ‘to visit their 
homes in the United States at 
least once every 10 years. 

The convent gets some support 
from the Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Faith and Catholic 
charities, but much of the ex- 
pense is met with gifts from 
friends of the order. A group of 
75 women in the Belleville area 
recently formed the White Sister 
auxiliary; one of their benefit 
programs raised $750 for the 
nuns. 

Sister Mary Oliver, who.is sta- 
tioned in New Jersey at the only 
other White Sisters convent in this 
country, is visiting here in the 
interest of her order. She is ap- 
pearing at schools where she 
shows pictures of the nuns’ mis- 
sionary work.

ON AMAZON RIVER 


Five medical launches, or float- 
ing.clinics, have been put in op- 
eration on the Amazon river, 
Brazil, by the Seventh-day Ad- 
ven.-st Church, it Was reported 
here last week by the Rev. Rob- 
ert M. Whitsett. A St. Louisan, 
he was interviewed here on his 
return from a tour of South 
America. 

“Each of’ these medical 
launches,” he explained, “is 
staffed with medical technicians 
and fully equipped with medical 
supplies. Adventists have also re- 
cently finished a 110-bed hos- 
pital at Belem, Brazil. The health 
needs are critical among the peo- 
ple who live in the fever-infested 
jungles of the equatorial region.” 

The Rev, Mr. Whitsett, former 
pastor of Central Seventh-day 
Adventist Church, Lindell boule- 
vard and Spring avenue, visited 
the foreign offices of his church 
in 34 countries of Central and 
South America. There are 175,000 
Adventists in those countries, he 
said. Adventists now employ 2401 
evangelical, medical and educa- 
tion workers in Latin America. 

“I found in the highlands of 
Peur,” he said, “7000 Indians en- 
rolled in Adventist schools. This 
civilization is the remnant of the 
ancient Inca race. Most of our

How Much Pay A Plumber? 

“One can search the Bible from 
‘civer to civer’ and not find any 
specific answer to the modern 
day problems in regular worka- 
day life. Because we can not 
find how much pay a plumber 
should receive is not to say, how- 
ever, that there are not a myriad 
of Christian principles which 
need to be applied to one’s job... 

“You were taught a religion of 
love, of charity, of hope, of fair 
play. Your history teacher told 
you that our government is a‘ 
democracy that must promote the 
general welfare. 

“When you at length assumed 


the responsibility of making a liv- 


the teachings of Christianity. 
What is the good, the teacher 
asks, of teaching disinterested- 
ness and Christian self-forgetful- 
ness to children who are shortly 
to be tossed into a struggle for 
existence that sets a premium 6n 
self-interest. .. .

In this 
election year the issue of an am- 
bassador to the Vatican is likely 
to be urged upon the candidates 
selected by the major political 
parties.”

U.S.A. has thrown out a part of 
its church law saying its ministers 
may remarry a divorced person 
only after a year has elapsed since 
the divorce. 

The change, given final approv- 
al-by the 2,500,000 - member 
church’s top governing body, also 
strikes out a phrase specifying 
that ministers “may remarry the 
innocent party” to a divorce. 

No restrictions concerning re- 
marriage of the “guilty” or “inno- 


newly substituted section of the 
church’s “directory of worship.” 

It specifies only that the min- 
ister, before remarrying’a di- 
vorced person, “shall ascertain 
whether there is penitence for 
past sin and failure, and intention 
to enter, with the help of God, 
and through His church” into a 
lasting marriage of “love, honor 
forbearance and loyalty. ” 

The action culminated several 
years of debate over the church's 
marriage and divorce policies. 

Indorsed during the past year 
by a majority of the church’s 259 
local presbyteries, the revision got 
final approval yesterday by the 
church’s 164th annual General 
Assembly. 

More than 2000 Presbyterian 
leaders are here for the week-long 
meeting, which also adopted an 
extensive program of “co-opera- 
tive activity” with the two ther 
major Presbyterian branches—the 
700,000 - member Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S., and the 300,- 
000-member United Presbyterian 
Church. 

The action, cited as a forerun- 
ner to a “plan of union,” calls for 
liaison between the three churches 
in fields of evangelism, steward- 
ship, pulpit exchange, the chap- 
laincy and in _ locating new 
churches. 

A common hymn book for the 
three branches is being prepared.

TRUMAN SAYS PEACE 
I) NEARER ATTAINMENT 


Memorial Day Statement Calls 
for Prayer, Tribute to 
War Dead. 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP)— 
President Truman said in a Me- 
morial day statement today that 
he believes enduring peace is 
more nearly attainable this year 
than it was a year ago. 

His statement follows: 

“Memorial day has been tra- 
ditionally a day of prayer for 
those Americans who have died 
in the defense of their country. 
On May 23, 1950, pursuant to a 


joint resolution of the Congress, 
I proclaimed each succeeding Me- 
morial day as a day of prayer for 
permanent peace, and suggested 
11 o’clock in the morning, eastern 
standard time, as an appropriate 
time for each American, accord- 
ing to his own religious faith, to 
beg divine aid in bringing endur- 
ing peace to a troubled world. 

“I believe that this year endur- 
ing peace is more nearly attain- 
able than a year ago. This is so 
because our strength and the 
strength of other free nations has 
steadily grown. Our strength and 
determination to remain free are 
leading to peace. 

“On this Memorial day we 
should pay tribute to the men 
who, by their supreme sacrifice, 
have helped maintain our free- 
dom in the rugged hills of Korea 
and, before that, in the great 
wars when all mankind was 
threatened with enslavement. We 
should pay tribute to them espe- 
cially because they have shown 
that aggression cannot pay off. 
They have thereby given the 
world a vision and a promise of 
lasting peace. We must not let 
these men down now that the 
goal is so nearly attainable. 

“T have asked before, and I 
ask again, that the press, radio, 
television and other media of 
public information help unite the 
nation on the morning of Memo- 
rial day in a universal prayer for 
permanent peace.”

ON AUTO GASOLINE 
AND FUEL OL 


This Follows Extensive 
Return of Oil Strikers 
—Control on Aviation 
to Be Eased Tuesday.

WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP)— 
The back-to-work movement of 
striking oil workers has brought 
an end to all restrictions on use 
of automobile gasoline, kerosene 
and fuel oil. 

In canceling the restrictions 
yesterday, the Government said it 
would ease controis on aviation 
gasoline Tuesday. Delivery of 
gasoline for sport and pleasure 
flying will continue to be for- 
bidden. 

Secretary of the Interior Chap- 
man, chief of the Petroleum Ad- 
ministration for Defense, said re- 
strictions on aviation gasoline 
could not be removed before mid- 
June. He said much of the facili- 
ties that turn out such fuel are 
still made idle by the strike. 


Aviation Position Tight. 


_ “Even after the refineries are 
again in operation there will be a 
lag until they begin shipping fin- 
ished aviation gasoline, and even 
then the’supply position will be 
a tight one,” Chapman said. 

His action was taken in the face 
of an urgent demand from airline 
operators, most of whom had 
sharply curtailed their flight 
schedules. Chapman said he be- 
lieved the modified order will 
avoid serious dislocation of air 
transport. 

Tuesday’s change for aviation 
gasoline will allow purchasers 
during each of the three weeks 
beginning May 27, June 3 and 
June 10 to use up to 19% per 
cent of the aviation gasoline they 
bought during March. 

At present commercial users of 
aviation gasoline are limited to 
65 per cent of their March deliv- 
eries for the 28 days from May 
6 to June 3. This was 1642 per 
cent per week. 

35,000 Back On Job. 


A spokesman for the CIO Oil 
Workers International Union said 
in Denver that about 35,000 of 
the original 90,000 striking re- 
finery and pipeline workers are 
back at work. The 22 AFL in- 
dependent and CIO unions are 
bargaining on a plant by plant 
basis. 

The strikers—who averaged $2 
to $2.10 an hour—originally de- 
manded a 25-cent-an-hour pay 
hike, increased night work pay 
and other benefits. Most of the 
settlements have been for a 15-

Tehran Reported ‘Dis- 
gusted’ by ‘Soviet 
Threats’ Over Accept- 
ance of U.S. Aid.

TEHRAN, May 24 (UP)—Soviet 
Ambassador Ivan Sadchikov called 
t the Iranian Foreign Office to- 
in to back up Russia’s protest 
note against Iranian acceptance 
of American military “and eco- 
nomic aid. 

At the same time the news- 
paper of Premier Mohammed 
Mossadegh’s National Front said 
the government received the note 
with “disgust and complete indif- 
ference.” 

“Tran by now is ‘used to these | 
Soviet threats,” the newspaper 
said. Informed Circles predicted 
Iran would reject the protest. 
Sadchikov was said to have 
elaborated cn the note in his con- 
versation with Iranian Foreign 
Minister Bagher Kazemi. 


‘Base Against Soviet Union.’ 


Sources close to the ambassa- 
dor said he explained the Soviet 
Government was greatly disturbed. 
by Iran’s “proximity” to the 
United States, which, he said, 
planned to “convert Iran into a 
base against the Soviet Union.” 


The note charged that Iran, by 
accepting American military ad- 
visers and other aid, had placed 
its army “under the control of 
the United States Government 
. « (and is) co-operating with 
the United States Government in 
. . . the latter’s aggressive plans 
against the Soviet Union.” 


It said the Iranian action was 
“incompatible” with the Soviet- 
Iranian treaty of 1921, which per- 
mits Soviet forces to enter Iran 
if the armed forces of a third 
power hostile to Russia should 
move onto Iranian territory, 


Informed sources. said the 
Iranian Foreign Minister — ex- 
pressed regret to Sadchikov that 
Russia should have sent its note 
at a timé when Iran’s oil dispute 
is before the world court. 


Reds Timing Is Noted. 


The National Front newspaper 
Bakhtar Emrouz suggested the 
Russians intentionally timed the 
protest to coincide with the World 
Court hearing on the Anglo- 
Iranian oi] dispute. It saw the 
move as an attempt by Britain 
and Russia to divide up Iran.

Reason for her visit to the 
museum, however, was not to seek 
another supporter for her hus- 
band’s campaign for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination 
during her trip here with him. 
She really wanted to get another 
glimpse at a favorite painting by 
Andre Derain which she had 
loaned to the museum, but, un- 
fortunately, it had been stored 
away temporarily to make room 
for the “Italy At Work” exhibi- 
tion opening today. 

The dark-haired, slender New 
Yorker (she was born just two 
blocks from the present Harri- 
man home on Eightieth street) 
has long been an art connoisseur 
and shortly after her marriage to 
Harriman in 1930 opened her 
own gallery in Manhattan. It 
was closed during the war to en- 
able her to devote all her time 
to war work, but she has main- 
tained her interest in modern: 
painting and has assisted young 
American artists by arranging ex- 
hibitions and helping them sell 
their work. 

This was her first campaign 
trip outside New York, but she 
confessed she enjoyed it, despite 
the traditional rigors of vote- 
seeking.

Since East’s three-spade call 
was obviously a shutout effort, 
West’s double of four hearts was 
not conspicuously sound, but it 
turned out all right. 


West opened his top spade; 
dummy ducked, and east won with 
the nine. East decided correctly 
that West and South had each 
started with a doubleton in 
spades, so he wanted to put West 
in for another lead through the 
king. Actually, East could have 
laid down the spade ace and 
played another round, or he could 
have returned his trump, with 
the same effect of building a 
position which would have given 
West two trump tricks, put East 
elected to lead back a club. 

This gave South a chance to 


East 


‘fix West, but declarer did not 


rise to his opportunity. He led 
the heart king after winning with 
his blank club ace. West took the 
trump trick, and then he led his 
second spade; a third rognd of 
spades by East promoted West’s 
remaining 9-8-6 of trumps to the 
status of the setting trick. 

Observe how easy it would 
have been for South to protect 
himself against what was so clear- 
ly brewing. After taking the club 
ace, all he had to do was to enter 
dummy with a diamond, lead the 
club queen and pitch his remain- 
ing spade on this trick. By thus 
exchanging his second spade 
loser for a non-existent club 
loser, he would disrupt the com-, 
munication between the defend- 
ers and make it impossible for 
East to regain the lead. South 
could easily control any return 
West made after taking the club 
trick, and now, when South drove 
out the trump ace, West would 
surely be held to only one trump 
trick.

- upon a time it was no less 
common to measure ground by 
the unit of the hide. For ex- 
ample, when William the Con- 
queror had compiled the Domes- 
day Book to indicate for him 
everything taxable in Britain, 
they made a record of every hide 
of land. Its measurement is es- 
timated to have been between 80 
and 100 acres. 

This word was the Anglo-Saxon 
“hid,” previously “higed.” In 
Old English law it signified also 
an abode, or dwelling, probably 
in connection with the idea of the 
amount of land sufficient to con- 
stitute a dwelling-place; the re- 
lated Anglo-Saxon “higan” re- 
ferred to the members of a 
household. 

“Hide,” as the skin of an ani- 
mal, derives from the Anglo-

NEW YORK. 

T is amusing to me to find. 

Gen. Ridgway feeling that the 

accusations made against us by 
the Communists in Korea, as to 
using germ warfare, gas, etc., are 
just a prelude to some future 
action planned by the Reds. Ulti- 
mately, they can use all these 
things, which they wish to do, 
and then say they have been 
forced to do so in retaliation. 
We, of the United States will, of 
course, be accused of starting it 
all. I do not think the Russians 
have yet accused all the other 
nations in the United Nations 
forces of using this kind of war- 
fare, but that will come later. 

The reason this amuses me {fs 
that a Russian policy, once 
adopted, carries all the way down 
the line, even into such unim- 
portant realms as the Human 
Rights Commission. There the 
Russian delegation, well sup- 
ported by the Ukraine and the 
Polish delegations, twists every 
action on the part of the United 
States or Great Britain or France 
and implies that our motives are 
sinister. At times I can hardly 
keep from: laughing it must re- 
quire so much imagination to 
think up such accusations as they 
make, but I find that the one 
thing they cannot really enjoy is 
to have anybody laugh at them. 
Perhaps they just can’t under- 
stand that one can take them 
lightly. 

I am always sorry for any 
group or individual that feels it 
essential to keep in favor with 
the Russians; it requires such 
complete subservience. They

must tell the men of the Krem- 
lin how wonderfully their tactics 
are working and what good 
speeches they make. But even 
then they do not seem quite 
sure that they are pleasing their 
masters.

Notes on Outside Painting. 

T SEEMS people see and hear 

so much about outside house 

paint peeling because of a mois- 
ture condition in the walls that 
they forget that there are other 
reasons for this particular paint 
failure. 

A lot of outside house paint 
peels simply because the first or 
prime coat never made a good 
bond with the wood. To make 
this bond the wet paint must get 
into the wood pores and harden. 
When it has become hard it’s pret- 
ty tough to pull off no matter 
how many extra coats of paint 
are applied over it. But, if the 
first coat of paint just sits on the 
wood surface and doesn’t get into 
the pores, it is almost sure to peel 
away in time. 

There are lots of reasons why 
the first coat doesn’t get into the 
wood pores. One is improper ap- 
plication. The first coat must be 
worked over the surface with a 
brush so that it is actually forced 
into the wood. This takes a. little
